The Flash "'ights which had been previously observed appear to have 
left this airfield. 

Radar ; one new model Token is located at W 978 057. 

The angles of the upper and lower comer antennas are almost identi- 
cal. The mes hes of the reflectors are more elongated and not ao close 
together. There appears +o be a series of viiip antennas mounted on 
a horizonikfcl support above the lower reflector. 

A tank of about 100 cubic meters, viiich will probably be burled, was 
seen on a flatcar upon the railroad line which enters the airfield. 

There are no changes in the other instalTations.
